Captain  Robert  Gibson  was  an  ancestor  of 
whom  the  thousand  or  more  living  descendants  of 
the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  generation  may  well 
feel  proud  as  pioneer,  citizen  and  soldier.- 

He  was  bom  (ca)  1734  (the  date  accepted 
by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution) 
probably  in  Virginia,  though  he  may  have  migrated 
thence  from  Scotland  via  North  Ireland.  Records 
indicate  that  he  migrated  from  Virginia  to  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  l760s.  He  was 
probably  married  at  about  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

The  name  of  his  first  wife  remains  unknown.'  There 
was  a  family  of  six  children:  Elizabeth  born  in 
1758,  Thomas,  Jaiiies  bojrn  in  1767,  Hoses,  John  and 
Mary.  In  1783  he  married  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth 
Keith,  widow  of  Sar;iuel  Keith,  by  whom  he  had  two  ■ 
children:  Jean,  and  Robert  Jr^.born  in  1787. 

He  died  in  1788  leaving  a  considerable  estate 
to  his  heirs,  and  was  buried  in  the  Deep  Run 
Presbyterian  Churchyard  where  a  memorial  to  him  was 
erected  on  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  ©f  his 
birth  by  proud  descendants.  The  monument  is  a 
native  granite  boulder  bearing  a  bronze  tablet  with 
the  inscription: 

IN  miORY  OF  CAPTAIN  ROBERT  GIBSON,  1734  (ca)- 

1788,- PIONEER,  PATRIOT,  SOLDIER.  ERECTED 

1934  BY  PROUD  DESCHTDAITTS. 

He  devoted  eight  years  of  the  prime  of  his 
life  (from  the  age  of  41  to  49)  to  the  great  struggle 
for  American  Independence , 'and  rose  from  the  ranks 
to  serve  as  Captain  for  four  years.- 

The  accompanying  record  has  been  compiled 
during  tha  past  generation  with  great  cape  and  no 
datum  has  l^een  accepted  unless  based  ©n  documental 
evidence.  'It  is  of  course  very  incomplete  and 
tracked  and  is  submitted  in  the  hope  that  contact  may 
be  made  with  other  lines  descending  from  Captain  Gibson.

It  is  probable  that  Robert  Gibson  migrated  to  Bucks  Co. 
Pa.  from  Augusta  -Co.,  Va.,  for  records  in  that  county  give 
the  name  of  "Robert  Gibson  to  Pennsylvania"  in  the  list  of 
"Insolvents  and  Delinquents",  Tiiio  were  persons  who  had 
failed  to  pay  tithes  for  the  support  of  the  Established 
Church. 

He  was  a  member  of  Capt.  Wm.  lIcCalla*s  Plumstead 
Companj'-’of  Bucks  County  Assoc  iators,  Aug.  1775**;  commis¬ 
sioned  Ensign  of  the  Company,  May  6,  1777;  commissioned 
Captain  of  the  Company,  vice  McCalla,  March  9,  1779;  re- 
com  issioned  Captain,  May  10,  1780,  serving  under  Col. 
Archibald  McElroy  and  under  Col.  Robert  Robinson**. 

He  was  relentless  in  the  pursuit  of  the  notorious  band 
of  outlaws  knovm  as  the  "Doans"  who  terrorized  the  whole 
of  Bucks  County  with  their  depredations  for  several  years. 
The  leader,  Moses  Doan,  net  his  death  at  the  hands  of  Capt. 
Gibson  when  the  gang  was  finally  rounded  up  in  Aug. 1783  on 
Tohecken  Creek  in  Plumstead  To\wiship.  Two  other  brothers 
were  captured,  tried,  convicted  and  hanged  in  Philadelphia.
